The fact, nevertheless, which we 
I jVotnt out is that in the pursuit of some policy, which to the 
er is essentially hhorti<igbtc<l, the university authorities have 
the Law Faculty from the stuffy, unsanitary surroundings 
of the cast win« of the Arts Building to superficially adapted quar- 
t<i* 011 University Street. 

, That tin present Law liuliding is an improvement upon the 
I'ld one we are not disposed dispute. The real point is that, 
under the pretense of progrcssiveness the university has established 
the Law Faculty in a building which is in every respect ill-adapted 
and wholly inadequate. 

This year's attendance at MeGill is unusually large. We can 
Mjfcly predict a Mill larger enrollment for next session. W hat of 
the Law Faculty? Already the exceptionally large freshman class 
has been forced to take lectures outside of the Law Building which 
does not pos-e.- a room capable of acotnmodating the one hundred 
odd studentr, which constitute the first year. 

Whether the present situation is the result of insurmountable 
financial obstacles. ,,r whether it is due to what to the outsider 
t-enns sheer shortsightedness, we will not take the responsibility 
.of saying. W e can only repeat that the new Law Building is in 
pur estimation a great disappointment.

FRENCH MOVIES 
NOT FLOURISHING 



A decree recently published in Ihe 
Journal Official, has caused much com- 
motion among French film publishers. 
The cinema Is from henceforth to be 
subjected to strict control, as no film 
will be allowed to be shown publicly 
without being duly authorized by the 
ministries of (mo arts and public in- 
struction, represented by a commission 
of 30 members. . 

This measure is rather startling, as 
French films have been In no ways 
free from the severe . criticism of the 
censor in recent years, for thoy wero 
generally subjected to no less than 
thrcu tests. During the war the Min- 
istry of War closoly examined all the 
films presented' at 'tho Paris cinemas, 
in order to ascertain that the films 
did not reveal any information of a 
military order of which the enemy 
might take advantage. 

When the ministry was satisfied 
wjili its investigations, the police de- 
partment stepped In to examine the 
pj-pppscd film on behalf of the Society 
for the Protection of Childron, and 
many cxtruvngnnt , detective stories 
wero thus suppressed. 

The two examinations to which 
French films were submitted did not, 
however, prevent the mayor of each 
French commune, were he so disposed, 
from suppressing all cinematographic 
representations which he had not duly 
authorized. Certain mayors even 
manifested unsuspected censorial dis- 
positions, and forbade the proposed 
shows which they deemed unfit for tbo 
amusement nf their communes. 

Those restrictions naturally hindered 
the development of the cinema In 
France, where the exportation of films 
has been utmost non-existent during 
the lust five years. Heforc the war, 
France was a leader in furnishing the 
world market with popular films. To- 
day French production represents only 
about 7 per cent of its former output. 

The French film industry will have

So It rested, till — sometime when 
Henry III. was King — the hardy 
Northumbrians began to discern the 
usefulness of the black lumps which 
were wont to crop up as they dug 
beneath the surface. And as was the 
manner of those times, the King 
granted a charter to the people of 
Newcastle, giving them the. right to 
"dig coal and stones In . the common 
soil or that town." At first tbe full 
use of this new commodity was but 
little understood, but, wood becoming 
scarcer and scarcer, the inoro enter- 
prising merchants (notably tbe dyers 
and the brewers began to use coal 
for their works. 

This led to "loud and furious com. 
plaints from the Nobles and Gentry" 
on account of tbe smoke, and a proc- 
lamation was Issued forbidding the 
uso of sea coal. Edward I. continued 
tills aristocratic prohibition, but utility 
will ever override obstructive barriers, 
and coal somehow continued in favor; 
for Edward II. and Edward III. con- 
firmed the charters granted by Henry 
III. to tbe men of Newcastle, and we 
also find Derby sea coal being used lu 
London in the reign of Edward II. 

In the days when Queen Bess sway- 
ed the destinies of England, we find 
tho leisured classes still arraigned 
against tbe Innovation of coal, and 
there is a grim humor in the régula, 
lion which was in force for a time 
during her reign forbidding tbe use of 
stone coal while Parliament was sit- 
ting, as the worthy country members 
accustomed to their wood fires, feared' 
dire consequences from the acrid 
fumes of the coal smoke.

Pays For His Bride 
On Instalment Plan 



Now Tor*. On*. Ce-Up to date, the 
Arctic wilds have bas» a seated book 
10 roost white xvoCMsV True, Kxplorer 
Peary look hi* wife to the North with 
him on one of hi* expeditions, but she 
was comfortably housed while there 
nnd experienced but few of the hard- 
ships and dangers of Ihe average Arctic 
"egplorer. 

ftccently there arrived in thbs countr> 
Mise M. A. C'xapllck*. who clslms the 
distinction of being the only whIU 
woman who ever ventured Into the re- 
mote Arctic wlldernesa of Northc-rr 
Mlberla as the leader of an exploring 
expedition. 

Mis* Csapllcka Is Pol|»h by birth 
and English by éducation, with the 
rather alarmingly portrnlnu* Idler* 
P. It. A. I. and P. 11. 0. 8. after her 
name, telling of Oxford scholarship* 
and honors in the anthropollglcul re- 
search. Oxford sent her to the Arctic 
to ^nxin nome first-hand knowledge of 
Ihe country and to make a detailed 
anthropologic*! study of the far north- 
em nice*. Hha travelled l.iOO mile* 
on the Venise*, p&Mtng • «urnm.-r on 
the tundra near the mouth of the 
river, a winter nmong the Tunga*. .. 
Very lnt.-iej.ting and litik-known 
people, a branch of whom established 
the Manchurisn dynasty, a little 
north of the Arctic Circle, and u second 
summer inwards the head -waters of 
the river.

"Of course I had to endure «II kinds 
of hardship* from the beginning I 
•pent my first summer In Northern 
Siberia living In • primitive hut just 
south of the Arctic Circle at a place 
tailed by the native* Uig Low Tundra. 

"All the people* of the tundra section 
reckon tbtir riche* in reindeer. Home 
of the Yurak and oilier Hojnoyede* hav« 
»ery '«nto herds; a rich man may own 
from five lo ten thousand deer. As the 
onlmai* soon eat up the mom In a 
given locality tlio frenuent change* of 
posture mi.»... it necesuary for their 
owner* to have ■ mobile form of dwel- 
ling. Henco nil the tribe* of the tun- 
dra, reindeer nomads, are dweller* In 
teol*. The 'chum' I* In shape and con- 
struction almost exactly like the wig- 
wam of the North American Indian of

•addle, he carrle* her Into Ihe tent. She 
•eat* herself humbly closo to Ihe en- 
tmnec. but the bridegroom goe* to her 
and conduct* her lo her' proper place 
beside his. 

"H Is not always easy for a Tungaf 
youih who respecta ihe tradition of 
hit people lo find a bride. For Among 
lbe»e people a man may not take his 
wife from his mother's elati. or from 
n clan In which' hi* brother or «Uter 
have married, nor msy he marry a 
member of his own clan. Nowaday*, 
however, when most of them are nom- 
inally Chrlstains. they make their 
formal acceptance of a new religion a 
pretext for marrying within the de- 
grecs prohibited by their own custom- 
ary law. for the decline of their own

SCHOOL FOR STUDY 
OF OR IENTAL WORK 

Among the many factor* that mark 
off the British Empire aa something 
dlfreient from and more complex than 
any other polltlca' organisation' In the 
world of today, rho preaence as nn In- 



tegral part of the Smplre o' millions 
of orientals, at »..ery stage of culture 
from the highest to the mosl prlml- 
tlve, has been lor more than century 
or pioround significance and Impor- 
tance. 

11 would naturally be 1 assumed, 
therefore, that the metropolis or the 
Empire would possess an old-eatabr 
llahed and highly organized center for 
the study of he languages, history, and 
culture or the East, but unfortunately 
this haa not been the case and it' has 
only been of recent years that Lon- 



don has begun to ileal with the prob- 
lems upon a worthy scale such as haa 
marked the nor in orDntal atudles 
Of the University ol I'aris for many- 
yea ra. 

Down to 1917 the work of the Uni- 
versity of Londoi in these flelda was 
carried on with inadequate fonds and 
equipment by the two great colleges, 
University College, and Klnfa College, 
and though many distinguished orien- 
talists have worked there, the teach- 
ing waa necessarily upon a restrict* a 
scale and unworthy of the metropolis 
of the greatest oriental power. Thanks 
however. In large measure to the 
labors of l.ord Keay and Earl of Cro- 
mer the reproach has been removed, 
and London now possesses a magnifi- 
cently equipped School of Oriental 
Studies, where, even during the dir. 
ftcult years of war. splendid work 
has been done and where there Is ex- 
hibited the highest promise for the fu- 
ture.' 

The school lia» been housed in the 
handsome building In the heart of the 
city that for more than a century was 
the home of the Ixindon Institution; 
and there the great Anglo-Indian com- 
munity and the enterprising mer- 
chants who carry on Brltnin's trade 
with the East have set themselves to 
grapple with the furtherance of ori- 
ental study by every means in their 
power. 

The dlrecto.- of the school is Prof. 
Sir E. Denlson Hoss, C.I.K.. Ph. D.. 
who has long been known for his work 
In Persian literature. He has been 
good enough to accord an Interview 
to the ecademlc correspondent of The, 
Christian Science Monitor in London, 
and to explain something of tlio wurk 
that ha* already been done. 

The organization of the aehool with- 
In the University of London has bean 
carried out In accordance with the 
suggestions of two governmental com- 
i mlttees. presided over respectively oy 
Lord Res y and Lord Cromer. The

Syrian, and Mesopotamlan), through 
Persian. Sanskrit. Pall, and Hindustani, 
to Malay, Tibetan. Chinese (Mandat-- 
In. Araoy. and Cantonese). Burmese, 
and Japanese. 

Not merely are all the great lan- 
guages and cultures of the Ka«t pro- 
vided ror, but the school Is also con- 
cerned with work In the language's of 
the native rac« of Africa, and one 
rinda at work In the aehool teachera 
of Important languages like Hausa. 
Swahili and Zulu,,' and auch compara- 
'.vely mile known tongues ss Am- 
ha rie, Ethiopie. Nyan^a,' and Scsuto. 
Even ibis doa.; not exhaust the list for 
active work la going on In the lan- 
guages or the Paeiric. auch a* Papuan. 
, Mtcrbneelan. and Polynesian, and in 
Hie principal oriental languages or tho 
Near East, especially Turkish, Arme- 
nian,. and Georgian. 

In theae the school haa rendered 
rfreat service during the war, for 
I though the general public haa thought 
[ J mainly or tl i atruggle In France and 
Flandcre, the general start had to de- 
vote mueh attention to the complex 
problème of the war In Asia, and 
groat numbers or officers had to be 
j equipped with linguistic knowledge 
j sufficient .to cope with all the diverse 
j people* of the Turkish Empire. 

The translation bureau of the War 
[ Office ror the* easterH campaigns was 
; officered by the school and Intennvo 
' courses or teaching were provided 
j u herein orricers, most of whom already 
• spoke Arabic or Russian, were trained 
o be nderiuate Turkish Interpreters In 
the short space of »lx wecli*. hi hardly 
any center of London would It have 
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and supplied to tho armies operating 
in those theatres of action by the thou 
sand. 

DUrlijg thé period df the war the 
most important work of the school lias 
naturally lain upon the purely lin- 
guistic side, and this will always be 
of great Importance for the training of 
civil stfcvanta, missionaries and com- 
mercial agents in the languages they 
will have to use In carrying on their 
dullcs. In all rhe • more Important 
lunguuges the principal teacher is an 
English scholar or repute, but he is 
assisted in the practical work In every 
case by a rorclgn teacher to whom the 
particular language taught is his na- 
tive tongue. The English scholar is 
concerned also with the history and 
culture of the peoples who use tho 
language and, In concert with the lea- 
chers oAanthropology In the university, 
he works also In most cases liipon the 
placing of the culture of ihe people in 
general. 

Tho valuab.e résulta that have al- 
ready been obtained are described \n 
the school's Bulletin, a quarterly pub- 
lication whic 1 has already achieved a 
high reputation anions scholars. Many 
of tho results, too. are set rorth In the! 
course of public lectures which are ' 
delivered periodically and which serve 
a great purpose in keeping public opi- 
nion In touch with Eastern affairs. Tho 
whole. time students of the school are 
drawn Irom many classes and large 
numbers or Indian affairs before they 
go out to take up positions In the East. 

The student Interpreters who • arc 
the recruits for the British consular 
services In the Levant and China and 
Japan also have n, long preliminary 
1 rum 11. k in the school, as do many of 
the employees of the great banking 
and mercantile firms before they *o 
out to Chlnu. A good number or tho 
American and Australian soldier stu- 
dents who hove been working In the
